render salvage— 


even if an Ultimate possibility—a 
task Inv'olvlhg the divers and oth- 
ers In great and continual danger. 
Even if the H-47 were salvaged, 


the statement adds, 
the damage 


through 
pressure 
and flooding 


would render her unfit for service, 
and salvage operations of such dif- 
ficulty would not be justified.

Captain Ahrenberg bad Intended to 
fly over the Inland ice of Green- 
land but encountered increasingly 
bad weather and decided to fly 
along the Greenland coast. 


Perceiving that they would be 


unable to continue to Ivlgtut, the 
Swedish airmen made an excellent 
landing In the dark last night and 
then lit fires on the shore to at- 
tract attention.

Ths Sverige left Reykjavik, Ice- 
land, at 1:45 p. m. yesterday (8:45

elected, where If amendment car- 
ries all of the judges will be elect- 
ed by the people at 
subsequent 
elections.

A campaign for $10,000 to 
install a modern heating system 
has been undertaken. 


Services have been held in the 
church wlthput Interruption since 
its erection prior to the, Revolu- 
tion. Here it was that the Virginia 
asembly met during 
a 
crisis in 


American history and heard Fat- 
rick Henry urge the nation to war. 
In the rough-hewn pews of the 
church have sat George Washing- 
ton, Thomas Jefferson, 
Edmund 
Randolph, Thomas Nelson, and oth- 
er noted patriots. 
Wherever the

files today the name of Patrick 
Henry, who rose from obscurity to 
light the fires of the war of the 
revolution, is honored. 


The following text of the famous 
spech in part is given by William 
Wirt Henry as quoted by members 
of the assembly: 


"The question before the house 


Is one of awfuf moment to this 
country. For my own part, I con- 
sider it as nothing less than a 
question of freedom 
or 
slavery. 
And in proportion to the magni- 
tude of the subject, ought to be the 
freedom of debate. • • • 


"Should I keep back by opinions 
at such a time, through fear of 
giving offense, I should consider 
myself guilty of treason toward 
my country,' and of an act of dis- 
loyalty toward the 
majesty 
of 
Heaven, which I revere above all 
earthly kings. • * * , 


"I have but one lamp by which 


my feet are guided; and that is 
the lamp of experience. I know of 
no way of judging the future but 
by the past. And judging by the 
past, I wish to know what there 
has been in the conduct of the 
British ministry for the last 10 
years, to justify those hopes with 


which gentlemen have been pleas- 
ed to solace themselves and the 
house? *J^_* 


v. "Suffer not yourselves to be be- 
trayed by a kiss. 
Ask yourselvs 


how this gracious reception of our 
petition comports with those war- 
like preparations which cover our 
waters and darken our land. Are 
fleets and afmles necessary to a 
work of live and reconciliation? •* 


"We have done everything that 


could be done, to avert the storm 
which is now coming on. We have 
petitioned—we have remonstrated—- 
we have supplicated— • • T and we 
have been spurned, with contempt, 
from the foot of the throne. 


"In vain, after these things, may 


we indulge the fond hope of peace 
and reconciliation. There 
is no 


longer any room for hope. .If we 
wish to be free * • * we must fight. 
I repeat it, we must fight. An ap- 
peal to arms and to the God of 
Hosts, is all this is left us • • •

tifiably hostile to each oth- 
er. When that truth is rec- 
ognized by all of us we shall 
be far along the path of our 
destiny. That it is recog- 
nized oy some is already ap- 
parent. 


Money is the one fluid ex- 


ponent by which the efforts 
of men may be measured 
and the fruits of their labor 
marketed. Every human ac- 
tivity, including those of la- 
b«r unions, would be dissi- 
pated without management. 
Every 
human 
experience 


through all the thousands of 
years of recorded history 
proves that only when Men 
and Management and Money 
are in harmony and work- 
ing to a common end does 
the world really move for- 
ward. 


Sometimes Men in 
war 


vrith Money have gone to de^ 
structive lengths, Sometimes 
Money in its arrogance has 
thought to insure its own 
safety by virtually holding 
Men in bondage.

process -resulted only in dis- 
aster to humanity and al- 
ways in the end it remained 


i .Management arid Money is 
an inter-dependent one and 
one that can be maintained 
with full justice to all con-

We do say that in 
this country it is not a diffi- 
cult task to find industrial 
establishments where equi- 
ty and full justice govern. 
We do say that this is 
the distinct trend of Ameri- 
can progress and that when 
all of us in this country have 
come to understand and 
practice this intelligent prin- 
ciple it no longer will be 
necessary 
for 
any group 


among us to organize like an 
army for protection against 
some other group. 


We believe this is so be- 


cause experience has shown 
that by this method the door 
of opportunity is open to ev- 
ery single individual of us, 
each according to his capa- 
bilities, and that as long as 
we keep that door open we 
shall all be doing our share 
in mutual harmony toward 
carrying our common coun- 
try onward to its great des- 
tiny.

MANUFACTURING CONCERNS 


FORMED IN TEXAS DOUBLE 


NUMBER FOR LAST YEAR 


AUSTIN, July 10.—(Spl).-rThere 


wcs an unusually sharp dedllne In 
tho number of new corporations or- 
ganized in Texas during June as 
compared to the previous months 
of 1929, according 
to 
Bervard 


Nichols, editor of the Texas Busi- 
ness Review, Issued monthly by the 
Bureau of Business Research at the 
University of Texas. 


"In the paat ten years, there havd 


been decreases five times and gains 
five times In the number of new 
corporations from May to June," 
Mr. Nichols said. "The large de- 
crease this year, therefore, can not 
be accounted for by seasonal in- 
fluences. The showing is especially 
poor in comparison to the record 
over the past year. Capitalization 
•wc.s materially higher, due to the 
organization of four building and 
loan associations, capitalized at a 
total of $70,000,000. 
"Purlng June, 
179 
companies, 


capitalized at $81,190,000, received 
charters 
frorn 
the Secretary of 


State, compared to 273 corporations 
with capitalization of $9,779,000 in 
May. 
Last .year in June, 205 or- 


ganlzatlona baring capitalization of 
$lt:2,997,000 were | chartered. Aside 
from the four building and loan as- 
sociations mentioned, most of the 
new corporations were very small. 
The showing for the first half of 
the year is much better. A total 
of 1,509 new corporations, capital- 
ized at $240,785,000, were organized 
during tha first six months of 1929, 
a new high record. This compares 
with 1,414 new companies having 
capitalization of $233,949^000 for the 
same period of 1928. Permits were 
granted during June to only sev- 
enteen outside corporations, where- 
as 41 received permits in May and 
44 in June last year. 
New Oil Companies 


"There were fifteen oil compan- 


ies chartered, making 119 for the 
half, compared to eight In June 
last year and 80 for 
the corres- 


ponding six months of last year. 
Public service corporations declin- 
ed from ten in May to three 
in 
June and totaled 43 for the first

months of 1928. 


Twonty-nine

Moderns Borne To Prophet 


What If Mystical Old Ezekiel, On The Banks of 


Tigris River, Could Say His Say To Modern 


Editors, Preachers, Teachers and 


Other Publicists? 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Everybody at some time or oth- 


er plays he children's wistful game 
of "If," or "Supposln1".' Indulge 
mo in it for a few minutes. 


If I could gather all of the news- 


paper editors of the land under 
a group of plain trees alongside 
of the lower Tigris river, with the 
Prophet Ezekiel to teach them 
this Sunday school lesson, some- 
thing tremendous would result in 
the way of a stiffening of public 
morality, of law-observance, and 
of democratic duty. 
If I could put this same God- 


afire Ezekiel as teacher over one 
big theological seminary,-compris- 
ing all the preachers on this con- 
tinent, he would lash them into 
such a fearsome 
sense of respon- 


sibility for man and to God that 
a trumphet sound of "Thus saith 
the Lord," would soon peal from 
every pulpit. Swiftly the petty and 
clever literary dialectics would dis- 
appear from discourses; forgotten 
would be the pulpit-pounding doc- 
trinal squabbles; <ind an 
over- 


whelming sense of the aw.esome 
sanctity of the power of procla- 
mation of the Divine word would 
engulf every preacher. 
If I could for a fortnight dis- 


miss all college and high school 
classes, and take their teachers 
swiftly, on a magic carpet, to the 
vicinity of Bagdad; and if I could 
put all of these pedagogues 
to 


school to Ezekiel, that 
flaming 


prophet of the Exile, I am very 
sure that he would strip their souls 
bare of pettiness and of profes- 
sionalism and of posing, and that 
he would make them see their life- 
and-death responsibility for,shap- 
ing young life. Many manicured 
hands would for the first time' be 
wrung In realiziation that on them 
is blood. 
If I could transport all law-mak- 


ers and public officials across the 
desert to the ruins 
of Babylon, 


there to be addressed for only one 
hour by this 
'statesman-prophet 


EzeklEl, they would return home 
with a new understanding of the 
Divine Providence 
which 
over- 


reaches all history; and of the Di- 
vine purpose of which they are but 
agents. 
For no men or women to whom 


has been given the place of leader- 
ship, or the teaching office, could 
ever again regard theirs as other 
than an awful responsibility, after 
hearing the scorching words of this 
rugged prophet to whon conscious- 
ness of the living God, was the mas- 
ter concern of life. 
The Scaresomeness of Leadership 
Does it seem rather fantastic to 


picture this robed and sandaled 
long-haired Hebrew 
prophet 
of 


twently-flve hundred years ago as 
addressing our modern editors and 
preachers and teachers and public 
officials? Nevertheless, the stern- 
eye'd old Ezekiel is doing just this 
today. Literally millions of 
men 


and women, boys and girls, are be- 
ing brought face to face, this very 
week, with his presentation of per- 
sonal responsibility In such phras- 
es as: 


"If thou dost not speak to warn 


the wicked from his way, 
that 


wicked man shall die in his iniqui- 
ty; but his blood will I require at 
thine hand. Nevertheless, If thou 
warn the wicked on his way, to 
turn from It; if he does not turn 
from his way, he shall die in his 
iniquity; but thou hast delivered 
thy soul." 


Once I heard a 
governor 
of 


North Carolina describe a harrow- 
ing night he had spent In deciding 
whether to reprieve a man sen- 
tenced to die. The fate of a human 
life was on his soul. The governor's 
dramatic picture was enough to 
deter one from accepting his pub- 
lic office. Yet that sort of respon- 
sibility cannot be dissociated from 
any form of leadership. Every man 
who Is In anyway-a leader of oth- 
er persons must accept boldly the 
consequences. His concern Should 
be faithfulness, rather 
than re- 


sults. As the Song 
of 
Deborah 


reads, in the revised version, 


vine mission Imparted meaning and 
majesty to their days. 


Nor is this wholly a matter for 


leaders of men. The truth applies 
to commonplace 
things. 
Every- 


body's life may best be lived when 
in recognized 
relation 
to God. 


nrowning's famous lines, 
"A servant with this clause, 
Mf<kes drudgery divine."

JUDGE LEDDY URGES 
INCREASE MEMBERS 


OF SUPRJME COURT 


CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMEND- 


MENT WILL BE VOTED BY 


PEOPLE JULY 16 


The following letter addressed to 


thp people of Navarro county writ- 
ten by Judge C. A. Leddy favoring 
the constitutional amendment 
In- 


creasing the membership of the 
Supreme Court has been received 
by this paper with a request for 
publication: 


On Tuesday, July 16th, there will 


be submitted for the consideration 
of the voters of Texas a Constitu- 
tional amendment which abolishes 
the present Commission of Appeals, 
consisting of six judges, and creates 
In 
lieu 
thereof a new Supreme 


Court consisting of nine members. 


The present Supreme Court was 


created In 1878 and has since that 
time consisted of three Judges. 
Owing to the marvelous growth of 
the state and the development of 
its resources, there has been such 
a' tremendous Increase In litigation 
as to render It humanly Impossible 
for three judges to decide such liti- 
gation. The Legislature could not 
create any rtdditional judges of the 
Supreme Court because of the limi- 
tations In the present Constitution. 
It becomes absolutely necessary for 
the Supreme Court to have assist- 
ance In disposing of the great mass 
of litigation pending before It at 
ona time, It being more than five 
years 
behind with Its docket. 


Hence, the Legislature did the best 
thing that could be done under the 
circumstances by creating a Com- 
mission of Appeals consisting of six 
judges to aid the Supreme Court 
In taking «are of the 
enormous 


number of appeals coming to It. 


The difficulty with the present 


system Is that seventy-five per cent 
of the opinions of the judges of the 
Commission of Appeals which are 
filling our law books are not au- 
thoritative so that the trial courts 
may follow them in the trial of 
cases as the Supreme Court has BO 
much business that It cannot take 
the time to approve every declar- 
ation In an opinion written by a 
judge of the Commission. This pre- 
sents an Intolerable situation when 
trial courts cannot safely 
follow 


legal opinions that' are printed in 
the law books. It results In confus- 
ion and causes many unnecessary' 
reversals because of the uncertain- 
ty of the law. 


In addition to this there ia so 
much lost motion In a combination 
of the Supreme Court and the Com- 
mission of Appeals due to the fact 
that It is necessary for the Su- 
preme Court to re-investigate to a 
-certain extent all cases where opin- 
ions have been written by judges 
of the Commission of Appeals, In 
order to determine whether It de- 
sires'to approve the results reach- 
ed. We, therefore, have one court 
with a lack of authority and an- 
other court re-Investigating all the 
cases decided by it This Involves 
double work which would be elim- 
inated If we had a nine-member

It 
Is then referred to another section 
of the Commission, where in some 
cases the same conclusion Is reach- 
ed after argument by .counsel and 
Is again withdrawn and submitted 
before the Supreme Court proper. 
In such Instances a case Is submit- 
ted and argued by the attorneys 
three different times and long de- 
lays are incident to thsee double 
and triple 
submissions, whereas 


with a Supreme Court of nine mem- 
bers, Instead of the judicial patch 
work of three Supreme judges and 
six judges of the Commission of 
Appeals, all cases would be submit- 
ted once and finally decided on that 
submission. 


Litigation in this state is and 


will continue to increase at a very 
rapid rate for the reason that oil 
has been discovered in more than 
fifty counties in the state and ad- 
ditional counties are becoming oil 
counties overnight. 
Wherever oil 


Is discovered, It results 
in 
very 


heavy litigation, the greater por- 
tion of which finally finds Its way 
Into the Supreme Court. In num- 
erous other respects, the state's re- 
sources are being developed, which 
brings Increased litigation, and the 
voters of this state ought to create 
a Supreme Court which can effi- 
ciently and without 
unnecessary 


delay take care of the rights of liti- 
gants who desire their cases passed 
upon 
by a court of last resort 


Every citizen in this state is a pos- 
sible litigant and should be inter- 
ested in the establishment/of 
a 


court of last resort capable of 
spsedlly passing upon and finally 
settling his property rights. 


The Supreme Court amendment 


should be adopted by an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the votes of this 
state because it would be vastly 
more efficient and decide litigation 
with a great deal more expedition 
than the present system 4hd It does 
not Increase the number of officers, 
as the present Commission of Ap- 
peals consisting of six judges will 
be abolished and In lieu thereof six- 
now members will be placed upon 
the Supreme Court. You will thus 
have a court with authority and 
eliminate the duplication of work 
now incident to the present sys- 
tem. 


It la to be hoped that the citizen- 
ship generally will go to the polls 
on July 16th and register their 
votes in favor of this amendment 
which will be a wonderful improve- 
ment over the present system.

The myriad ranks of money seek- 
ers tomorrow will become, at the 
flame time, curiosity seekers. For 
with the opening of banks for bus- 
iness the nation-wide scramble will 
begin to acquire some of the new 
currency 
which, 
within a few 
months, will replace the long fa- 
miliar, much larger paper money 
now in circulation. 


The "curiosity demand" for the 
new currency, one third 
smaller 
than the old, is expected to keep 
up for several weeks. With about 
912,000,000 pieces already printed, 
the treasury is prepared to meet 
that demand, but only to a limited 
extent because of the big problem 
of distribution and the necessity of 
avoiding waste by keeping the old 
currency in use as long as it Is fit 
for exchange. 


This change In currency, to be 
-completed in about a year, is the 
first undertaken by the govern- 
ment since 1861, n,nd Is expected to 
reduce the cost of materials, print- 
Ing, storage and dlstrbution about 
$1,600,000 a year. 


A dollar has always been hard to 
get, and now with, the advent of 
the new style 
currency, smaller 
and more artistic than the bills 
inow in circulation, which will be 
distributed throughout the nation 
on Wednesday, July 10, it will be 
'harder to hold. Corsicana banks 
will 
receive 
practically 
$75,000 
worth of the new currency for dls- 
.tribution, one local bank official 
estimated Tuesday. 
The new bills to be put in circu- 
lation immdiately are of five de- 
nominations—the one, two, five, 
ten and twenty dollar bills. The 
one dollar bill will have the usual 
portrait 
of George Washington, 
whom everybody knows was 
the 
first president of ihe United States. 
It has been said of George Wash- 
ington that he was first in war, 
first in peace and

In the 
hearts of his countrymen; It might 
also be added, first in the pocket- 
books of the nation, for the aver- 
age wage earner will look at his 
portrait oftener than any other on 
'the bills.

Congressman Luther Johnson, of 
this city, which appeared in a re- 
cent issue of American Banker, 
published in New York, will be of 
general interest in this section as 
the congressman discusses a ques- 
tion of

banks. 


The interview follows: 


V / A S H I N O T O N—That a 


tampaign has been started to ob- 


tain nation-wide branch banking 
power for national' banks, was the 
assertion made by Representative 
Johnson, of Corsicana, Texas, In a 
statement Issued here on July 2. 
This campaign, he further declar- 
ed. Is backed by a powerful group 
of financial interests. 


The proposal for chain banks, 


Represantatlve 
Johnson 
said, 


threatens the 
existence 
of 
the 


banks in smaller cities and the es- 
tablishment of such institutions, 
he added, would tend to reduce the 
wealth of small communities and 
concentrate that wealth in cities to 
a far greater extent than has been 
done by the operation of 
chaln- 


ptore systems. 
Fears Elimination of Small Banlts 


Mr. Johnson calls upon the banks 


in the smaller cities and towns of 
the country to combat this move- 
ment, saying further that the drive 
for branch banking -would, if suc- 
cessful, ultimately mean the elimi- 
nation of all banks except tho?e in 
the larger cities. "Banks in other 
places 
would 
become 
mere 


branches of a large chain system; 


they would be owned, operated and 
controlled by capitalists living in 
distant cities; the profits. Instead 
of being distributed and Invested 
in the communities where made, 
would go elsewhere; the only em- 
ployees In these branche banks 
would be a clerical and subordi- 
nate force, with no power to make 
loans except on orders from tome 
executive officer in a distant city. 


"What 
the 
chain 
system 
of 


chain stores has meant In reducing 
the wealth of communities 
and 


concentrating It In the cities would 
be infinitely worse in chain bank- 
ing. 
Branch banking means chain 


oanking; that Is its logical result, 
and that is what is desired by Its 
advocates, 


Calls McFadden Act Opening 
Wedge. 


"When congress passed the Mc- 


Fadden bill in 1927, which gave a 
limited right, of branch banking to 
certain banks in some cities, where 
competing state banks had such 
right, there woro those of us who 
voted against 
the 
till, on the 


ground that It was the opening 


wedge and 
that 
the next step 


would be to give this power gen- 
erally to all banks everywhere. 


"We so charged In the debate on 


the bill, but the proponents of the 
bill vigorously dented that such 
was contemplated or would ever be 
done, and declared that If such at- 
tempt was made they would op- 
pose it; but within less than two 
years our prophecy Is being ful- 
filled and the ardent champions of 
that bill have thrown off the mask 
Mid now declare that It waa 'an 
emergency measure' and a 'per- 
manent measure should be passed 
giving this right to all banks every- 
where.' 


"The ultimate and final effect of 


branch banging means tho elimina- 
tion of unit banks and the owner- 
ship of all banks by a few small 
groups. Monopoly, always danger- 
ous, is fraught with extraordinary 
hazard when applied to the busi- 
ness of banking, which controls the 
credit of the country. 


"Such a 
monopoly 
could and 


would dominate 
and control all 


business; it eould mould and shape 


the politics of the country, and 
(iven the federal government would 
In time be subservient to the au- 
tocratic will of this supermonopoly. 
The entire citizenship of the coun- 
try should be interested in avert- 
ing this threatened menace." 


It will be recalled that Repre- 


sentative McFadden, chairman of 
the banking and currency com- 
mittee, in a speech before the Illi- 
nois Bankers' association on June 
20, said the McFadden Act of 1827 
encouraged branch banking In the 
larger cities but prohibited Its fur- 
ther expansion in the country dis- 
tricts. Mr. McFadden said that he 
believed the timo ts ripe for con- 
gress to reach a definite conclusion 
upon a permanent policy. Without 
committing himself to a program, 
or forecasting what his committee 
may do Mr, McFadden said there 
were several policies which congress 
could adopt for establishment and 
maintenance of a unified system of 
commercial banking, among them 
giving "nation-wide 
branch-bank- 


ing powers to the national banks."
